34V3 Billions; Record 
W ashington, D. C. — Still spending 
more 
th an 
two 
dollars 
for 
every 
one taken In through taxes and other 
revenue, the New Deal a fortnight be­ 
fore th e close of the 1936 fiscal year 
had skyrocketed 
the United States 
national debt to a point w ithin a 
stone’s throw of the 35 billion dollars 
which Daniel W. Bell, acting director 
of the budget, estim ated It would be 
on Ju n e 30. 
The actual figure, according to the 
treasury statem en t of Ju n e 15, was 
$34,331,355,867, another all tim e rec­ 
ord high, and $13,395,297,073 more than 
it was when Roosevelt took office. 
T he deficit for the fiscal year up to 
June 15 was $4,684,940,227, an Increase 
of more than one-third over the $3,303,- 
473,199 deficit for the sam e period of 
the preceding fiscal year. 
This will be tile most expensive of
